RECORD KEPT IN KIMBERLEY. 


Extracts from Correspondent’s Diary 


Are Given Out. 

Cape Town, February 23.—Extracts from 
the/diary of the Reuter correspondent at 
Kimberley give an insight into the triais 
of the garrison. They are in brief as 
follows: 

January 11.—Scurvy attacks 
alarmingly. They are dying fast. The 
anti-scorbutics are exhausted. Vine cut- 
tings are being tried in lieu of green food. 

January 12.—Typhoid is prevalent. Fail- 
ure to boil the water the probable cause. 

January 13.—Fifty typhoids in the hos- 
pitals. 

January 16—The military. authoriites 
have commandered all the foodstuffs and 
Other stores. Leave has teen granted to 
the inhabitants to shoot small birds for 
food. 

January 17.—The mules slaughtered are 
pronounced superior to horse flesh. 

January 24.—Five hundred shells poured 
into the town at haphazard, the hospital, 
scurvy compound and residents receiving 
the attention properly due to the earth- 
works. 

January 25.—A small family shellproof 
shelter has been dug in neatly every gar- 
den. 

February 11.—Twenty-‘five hundred wo- 
men ard chiidren were lowered int» the 
mines throughout the night. The men are 
also selecting’ places of safety. 

February 15.—Al] the morning there was 
a heavy crosstire of the British oecupying 
Alexanderc:fontein, The hundred-pounder 
and shrapnel are bursting over Kimber- 
ley. Everyone is lying low. The shops 
and banks were closed at 2 this afternoon. 
There was a Kaleidoscopix change. lielio 
signals wére observed announcing Gener- 
al Freneh’s approach. Clouds of dust 
from the vapid advance of the cavalry 
were then seen and almost+simultaneous- 
ly the enemy observed limbering up and 
fleecing eastward. The giad tiding spread 
with marvelous rapidity.

This looks like a decided 
attempt to relleve Ladysmith, wherein I 
expect General Kbuller will succeed if he 
does not, as before, interrupt his advance 
by stopping to count his losses and decilar- 
ing that he has lost enough. A general has 
never lost enough to justify the 
giving up of his enterprise So 
long as his troops are willing to. 
go on -. with him. Ladysmith can 
probably hold out for several weeks long- 
er and in that time the effect of Lord 
Roberts's advance will probably be even

At this hour the war 
office has no news and it ts regarded 
as a curious fact that the first news of 
the surrender, if true, should have come 
from Durban. Lacking better authority, 
the Durban dispatch is regarded as a 
doubtful announcement. The arrival of 
the British supply column at Paarde- 
berg may have given General] toberts 
the opportunity to resume his fierce at- 
tack on General Cronje’s laager, for, 
doubtless, he would not Keep up the vig- 
orous cannonade with which he started. 
Possibly the long wait may be due to a 
determination to endeavor to starve out 
General Cronje’s gallant force. Other 
late Paardeberg dispatches say the Boers’ 
plight is still hopeless and that Lord Rob- 
erts is ready to eat their re-enforcements. 
A special dispatch from Arundel,’ under 
date of February 23d, says: 

.“"The Boers have formed a strong force 
seven miles west of here. General Clem- 
ents has kept up a searching fire on 
their kopjes. We expect to take their 
position before sunset.’”’

REPULSED WITH HEAVY LOSS.

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BOTH WERE DEAD WHEN FOUND 


No Cause Can Be Assigned by the 
Husband of the Dead Woman 
for the Murder and Suicide. 
Investigation in 
Progress. 


New York, February 24.—Mrs. Mamie 
Hayes was murdered tonight in her sleep- 
ing apartments in the Hotel Endicott by 
Dr. Franklin Il. Caldwell, who then shot 
and killed himself. The woman was shot 
in the head. Caldwell was employed as 
an assistant by Dr. Ephraim H,. Hayes, 
husbandg of the dead woman. 

Dr. Hayes came from Chicago four 
years ago to take charge of the dental 
rooms of a department store company. 
He thad been a dentist well known in 
Chicago and when he left there placed 
his office in charge of Dr. Caldwell, who 
did the shooting tonight.: Mrs. Hayes did 
not come to tthe city with her husband, 
but remained in Chicago for some time, 
just how long isNnot Known. Four weeks 
ago when Hayes opened an office’ in the 
Hotel Endicott, Caldwell was placed there 
as an assistant. The Hayes family oc- 
cupied with the office a set of apart- 
ments on the ground floor of the hotel. 
With them lived Dr. Caldwell, Ralph 
Hayes, a nephew of Dr. Hayes, and a 
negro maid. Mrs. Hayes was thirty-five 
years old. Dr. Caldwell was the same 
age. 

Tonight after dinner Dr. Hayes and his 
nephew went out. Mrs. Hayes airected 
the servant to attend to her work in the 
kitchen, at the same time saying that she 
would change her dinner gown for a 
house dress. Within half an hour Dr. 
Hayes’s nephew returned and as the ser- 
vant opened the deer to admit hjm there 
came fhe sound of two pistol shots. Two 
more shots were fired and a moment Jater 
the young man and several others who 
heard the shots ran into Mrs. Hayes’s 
apartments. 

On the bed lay Mrs. 
thrown off the dress had worn at 
dinner. She lay in a natural position. 
There were two ragged wounds in her 
right temple, from which the blood flow- 
ed. The bullets had entered her brain 
and she must have died instantly. Beside 
the bed lay Dr. Caldwell. He, too, was 
dead. There were two bullet wounds in 
his head. His right hand still clutched a 
revolver with the finger on the trigger, 
showing how he had died. 

Dr. Hayes was found in a drug store 
near at hand and hurried to the rooms, 
He was quite distracted, talked wildly 
and it was feared for a time that he 
would have to ibe restrained. He could 
not offer the faintest suggestion of a 
cause for the wild act of Caldwell. Noth- 
ing was found that gave any idea @s to 
the cause of the shooting, so far as is 
known, or so far as any one would say. 

Persons who knew the Hayes couple 
and Caldwell say that Dr. Mayes had for 
vears befriended Caldwell,. and had given 
him an opportunity to advance in his 
profession; in fact, had considered him 
almost as one of his own family. As a 
result of this treatment Caldwell became 
enamored of Mrs. Hayes and it seems 
after many repulses decided that if he 
could not possess the woman, he would 
take her out of the world with him. 
After brooding over his failure to win 
the love of the wife of the man who had 
been his partnerr in business and best 
friend, Dr. Caldwell murdered the woman 
of his affection and then put an end to 
There are evidences point- 
of the murderer to 
include his victim's husband in the 
tragedy, which he had evidently been 
planning for several days.

Washington, February 2%4.—(Spectal.)— 
Democratic leaders do not conceal the 
possibilities of annoyance and embarrass- 
ment ‘which would come if the populists, 
at the convention they are now scheduled 
to hold at Sioux Falls on the 9th of May, 
put out a full ticket and insist upon the 
democrats endorsing their candidate for 
the vice president. That it is the inten- 
tion of some of those high up in the 
councils of the populist party to do every- 
thing possible to embarrass the demo- 
crats is certain, but there are some of 
that party’s leaders who, actuated by 
their honest desire to compass the defeat 
of the republicans, see the necessity of 
co-operation on democratic lines, which 
means the acceptance of the democratic 
platform and democratic candidates 
without any equivocation. The brand of 
populism which Sendtor Butler, of North 
Carolina, represents can be expected to 
give all sorts of trouble, and the demo- 
cratic leaders, in congress and out of it, 
have come to the conclusion that the one 
way to meet all possible complications is 
by a fight on straight democratic lines. 
This will be made. Butler, who is going 
to fuse with the republicans in North 
Carolina and, according to present plans, 
is to be the candidate for governor of 
that fusion, will have very little influence 
in shaping the. democratic campaign.

If the news- 
papers were honest they were also imbec-

assisted the business of ‘the persons con- 
cerned in the play. The clergyman who is 
said to be about to enter upon a ‘crusade 
against stage lewdness himself knows that 
the dives he visited some years ago are 
today more numerous as well as viler fhan 
ever before in ‘the vicinity of his former 
curious explorations, 

“On the night of the production of the 
play that has caused this pother another 
play, far more vile, was produced in an- 
other New York theater. It was so vile, 
in fact, that no daily newspaper at the 
moment saw fit to detail its story. But 
this viler play provoked no threats of po- 
lice interference and no crusade, and is 
still running by the force of its own in- 
decency, patronized by that morally mud- 
dy crowd in New York that is large 
enough to fill a dozen theaters every 
night in the week. 

‘This play is the vilest that has Been im- 
posed upon an American community since 
such plays first began to characterize the 
‘enterprise’ of the manager who is re- 
sponsible for most of the smut and nastli- 
ness on this stage today. It is evident 
that this manager and his smaller imi- 
tators hail with peculiar joy any assault 
the press may make upon their stage ob- 
scenities. And when the press is backed 
by the clergy, their felicity is the greater. 
Such attacks swell the crowds of the cu- 
rious and augment the profits. 

‘“‘There is but one remedy for the vileness 
that floods the stage as a result of the 
control of the stage by vulgar-minded 
persons who look to the stage only as a 
means for money-making. That remedy 
is a law that shall be enforced, and that 
the police should be made to enforce—a 
law that would deal with such indecency 
as other forms of. indecency are dealt 
with. Such a law would make a mark at 
first and at once any manager responsible 
for the production of a lewd drama. If 
a censor is needed in the scheme of such 
a remedy a censor should be provided for 
by law. But the end of it all should be 
the exemplary punishment of pandering 
managers. When pandering managers are 
punished for making obscenity public we 
shall have a clean stage, and not before.”’ 


And now just a word about Olga Neth- 
ersole, the central figure whose portrayal 
of Sapho caused the critics to howl and 
the authorities to have hysterics. Her 
arrest was altogether remarkable for the 
reason that she is one of the few ac- 
tresses about whom there has never been 
the faintest suggestion of scandal print- 
ed. <A well-known writer recently said 
of her: 

“To see her in her home at rest,’ says 
a writer in The Club Fellow, ‘‘taking life 
easily, it would be difficult to convince a 
stranger that she was anything more than 
the voung wife of one of those strong, 
bull-necked Anglo-Saxons. The illusion 
could only last in the stranger’s mind for 
one instant, because directly she con- 
verses with him he would be compelled 
to admiration, and to the admission that 
here indeed was no ordinary woman. 

“Her enthusiastic disposition makes her 
a great friend to animals and birds, and 
her chief delight is to minister to the com- 
forts of her canine of which she 
a large and miscellaneous as- 
Indeed, she is always ready to 
sacrifice herself for the contentment of 
those she loves. Her advanced ideas are 
sometimes a trifle puzzling, but her hon- 
esty of purpose, her kindly heart and her 
nobility of soul are.of an old-fashioned 
type. Cynicism and skepticism find no 
place in her mind. Her views of life are 
too intensely optimistic to admit of such 
intrusion, yet, consistently bearing out her 
strangely contrasted nature, there do oc- 
cur times when her mind seems filled 
with pessimism and morbidity. But such 
is only upon rare occasions, and possibly 
when the wind is in the east and the 
skies are overcast.

“tT really feel here as if I were ‘on my 
native heath,’ ’’ said Miss Viola Alien yes- 
terday, as she adjusted upon her Spanish 
blond hair the jaunty cap of Glory 
Quayle, and prepared to thrill and charm 
her afternoon audience. 

“l was born in Alabama, you know, and 
my parents were southerners, but,” and 
here she paused, “‘vou must not consider 
me ungracious when I tell you that I 
never consent to be interviewed. 

“You must acknowledge,” looking sym- 
pathetically from her expressive brown 
eyes, ‘‘that interviews are seldom satis- 
factory either to the interviewer or the 
one interviewed. Taken by surprise. or 
doing so hastily, neither party under- 
stands the other and neither can do the 
other justice.

and who by their general conduct attract 
any but pleasant attention to those who 
may be engaged in the same profession. 

Indeed, !t would seem that the news- 

paper world wa@s‘abhout to share honors 
with the stage ‘in receiving those women 
who played their first public parts in the 
divorce courts ‘and thus advertised flaunt 
their names Jefore’ the public either on 
play bills, under yellow -headed pictures, 
or.at the bottom of some senseless arti- 
cle in papers that attract a certain ele- 
ment of ‘the public by double leaded head 
lines and notorious signatures, 
. There its not a reputabie actress of to- 
day who does not grow genuinely emo- 
tional when. she talks of how the dignity 
of her profession has ween in a sense 
lowered by the numbér of women who 
flaunt sensations they have created in pri- 
vate life, or who crave that notoriety 
such as the stage can give. 

Merit, of course, decides in the end the 
capable, deserving; woman, and yet when 
she is striving for that success her heart 
is made to ache time and again when she 
sees that she must meet with mortifica- 
tions and humiliations that are the re- 
sult of the wrong-doings and unprofes- 
sional behavior of those women who claim 
to be members of the stage profession. 

But there is little use to go into details 
pertaining to these abuses, for they ure 
too. well Known and the worthy people 
of the stage world and those sympathetic 
on the outside have long denlored tne 
deteriorating influences that have de- 
prived the stage world of much of its dig- 
nity, 

“She is an actress,” is too often given as 
the excuse for the questionable conduct of | 
an unblushing aspirant af footlight admi- 
ration, and “I am a newspaper woman" 1s 
becoming too much of a passport, for 
those women who, scribbling a few lines 
for some insignificant sheet, seem to think 
that they have certain privileges, opposed 
to strictly womanly conduct, or who seem 
to think that a special and liberal code of 
social laws have been especially laid down 
for the newspaper woman.

The Anna Held is a much-talked-of hat 
and is very pretty and effective. The ma- 
terials used in making hats are most 
Beautiful tints of chiffon, moline nets and 


from what we have ever seen. Many of 
the flowers carry out thig same pastel 
effect. In fact, silks, velvets and hats of 
this kind predominate. The shape hat is 
not much changed, practically speaking, 
but the style and manner in which the 
material is worked up in the making of 
hats is something wonderful. For in- 
stance, you see a hat covered first yer- 
fectly plain of moline net; then over ‘his, 
both under and upper brim are covered 
in narrow folds of moline that have been 
filleqd with machine stitching, These folds 
are carried around upper and lower brim, 
not put on flat, but standing up row after 
row, at about three-fourths of an irch 
apart. The trown is also covered in the 
same manner. Then this hat will have a 
huge bunch of berries or fruit and a 
soft-tied bow or rosette of iffon. The 
combination is beautiful. Many of the 
hats are faced with foliage or Howers, erd 
often the outer edge of the brim is made 
of either June rosebuds or crush :0ses. 

It’ wiil certainly require the most artis- 
tic workmanship to turn out a )»eautiful 
hat, for they are more delicately mace 
than I have ever seen them. 

A beautiful hat af black has a brim of 
seven flares of doubled crepe de chine 
chiffon, or chine chiffon as it is called. 
This is cut circular flare without ihe least 
fullness, and is placed over 4 handsome 
brim of black straw. The edges are neither 
wired nor stiffened, so droop here and 
there artisticaily beyond the ftraw 
brim, which reaches only half way. The 
crown is made of tolds of ehiffon and is 
trimmed in a wired bow of lace. 

Arother beautiful hat 1 have seen is a 
Fertoect work of art. lt is of Walker shape 
and droops doWn on back very low. The 
inner and upper brim and crown are made 
of seft: foids of handsome moline, each 
about three-fourtiis of an inch wide— 
made so beautifully that not a stitch is 
Visible. The only trimming this hat has 1s 
two large black chrysanthemums, vne 
over each side—quite enough trimming 
for so beautiful a hat. 

Many of the hand-made straw hats have 
rows of either moiine or chiffon put in Le- 
tween euch row ot braid. 

Brims of handsome black hats have a 
row of narrow black chantiily lace «nd 
a row of narrow straw braid, one ufter 
the other covering the entire brim and 
crown. This is a most beautiful effect. 

So many draped hats are used. These 
are of handsome materials in appliqued 
chiffon or embroidered in Tuscan straw, 
or in color, The Tuscan is very popular; 
it is a yellow natural straw, and combines 
beautifully with either black or white. 

The magnolia, I believe, impressed me 
more than anything I have seen in flowers 
because of its naturalness. It is, I believe, 
perfect. A good many gauze’ flowers are 
used also in foliage, invariably of the 
pastel shades. But these are very per- 
ishable. Berries are used to a gteat ex- 
tent, but I think are too heavy and unbe- 
coming to win much favor, The straw 
braids, I believe, I never saw prettier and 
in greater variety of shades and combina- 
tions. 

Lace is used very extensively, both in 
the making of hats and in the trimming. 
Many large turbans are used. Such a va- 
riety of picture hats, too. The most pop- 
ular materials for making hats are chif- 
fons, moline and handsome straw braids; 
the trimmings of chiffon, moline and flow- 
ersand more ribbon than I have seen for 
some time, and quite a good amount of 
lace. Many of the picture hats have ties.

Musical Notes. 


When Alexander Petschnikoff arrived in 
America in the fall for his tour of 1899- 
190, he was known by hearsay to this 
country as the Paderewski of the violin 
the highest introductory title that could 
be given him. Now his name needs, in 
American cities in which he has been 
heard, no comparative combination with 
that of even the greatest genius of the 
pianoforte. He is Petschnikoff of the 
violin and as weil ‘poet of the violin;” 
a hackneyed title, but one that is said 
to be truly appropriate in its appiication 
to him. ’ 

There are many romantic incidents in 
his career from obscurity and poverty to 
fame and plenty. His first noticeable 
attraction to music was when 4s a little 
boy living with his humbie parents in 
Russia, for he is the son of,a Russian 
soldier, his grandfather, a serf, but a 
master of the violin—he followed with 
fascinated attention a street hand or- 
gan. At an early age he was admitted 
to study at the Royal conserv2ttory 
through the influence of a prominent mu- 
sictan who was impressed with his ability. 
He taught music when he was ten tec 
help in the support ur his family, ane 
after winning medals at the conservatory 
he was given the opportunity to study in 
Paris, but as that implied a French mas- 
ter he refused. 

After struggling along for some time 
as a member of a smai] orchestra, his 
possibilities were finally recognized by pa- 
trons of music among the nobility and 
his public career began under the most 
favorable auspices. Since that time he 
has studied and played in concert in the 
principal music centers of Europe, music 
cultured Germany conceding his right to 
be termed the greatest of present day viv- 
linists. :. 

His visit» to the United States has re- 
sulted in a series of triumphant appear- 
ances equalled only by his successes 
abroad. Krehbiel, the distinguished crit- 
ic on The New York Tribune, includes in 
his glowing account of Petschnikoff's New 
York concerts the statement that ‘‘no 
virtuoso for twenty years at least has 
won a more complete triumph, while Bos- 
ton, Chicago, Cincinnati, Pittsburg and 
Philadelphia, the cities in which he has 


| played so far, unite with New York in 


expressing through their noted critics 
and the enthusiasm of immense audiences 
their appreciation and enjoyment of his 
music. . 

With an international reputation of such 
flattering: proportions and sincerity 
Petschnikoff is, however, only twenty-six 
years old, a very infant in comparison to 
his beautiful instrument, a Stradivarius 
that is said to be the costliest in the 
world, a gift from the Princess Ourosoff, 
who was one of his distinguished patrons 
at the beginning of his career. He calls

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THE SCENE OF WAR IN THE TRANSVAAL. 


(Described for The Constitution by Mr. E,. Lang, of West Point, Ga.) 
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Eéitor Constitution—As the theater of ' 


war is likely to change, permit me to 
contribute the following. witich TI trust 
will be of interest to some of your read- 
ers. 

I send you two maps for reproduction, 
which Il obtained while in Africa. One is 
by the Natal government surveyor and 
gives the. distances, in hours, between 
many of the principal towns 
Stations. 

A speed of six miles an hour, riding or 
driving, is considered good traveling in 
that country, so with the aid of this 
map a fairly correct idea can be obtained 
of the distances between each point and 
the time required to cover these distances. 

These hours do not include off-saddling 
or “‘outspanning:’’ that is, unharnessing 
to resi, feed and billet for the night. 

The other ts a topographical survey of 
the Barberton gold fields district, situated 
in the northeastern part of the Transvaal, 
and gives one an excellent idea of the 
peculiar formation of this part of that 
couniry, studded, as you will see, with 
innumerable sugar loaf kopjes varying in 
height from 200 to 5,000 feet. There is 
only one entrance to the De Kaap valley 
from the Natal side, and that is down 
What is Known as the ‘“‘shoots,’”’ of which 
l will sav more later.

GRAVES SHOULD BE CARED FOR | 


Appeal of Marietta Daughters of the 
Confederacy. 

Marietta, Ga., February 24.—(Special.) 
The Kennesaw chapter of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy at this place is one of 
the most active and patriotic in the state. 
The orewanization now has eighty-four 
members and the meetings are full of in- 
terest. The daughters are now enthused 
with the idea of erecting a monument on 
the beautiful and commanding site of 
the Confederate cemetery to perpetuate 
the memory of their sacred dead. There 
are buried here 3,000 of the boys who wore 
the gray. One thousand and seven hun- 
dred marble headstones have ibeen placed 
to mark the little mounds and we wish to 
secure the remaining 1,300. The older 
memoers of the organization are especial- 
ly desirous of seeing these things accom- 
plished. Naturally they fear that when 
they shall have passed away they, whose 
interest and devotion is born of experi- 
ence and in whose memory the events of 
the stormy sixties are still fresh, the in- 
terest in memorial affairs may lag. 

Cards are being sent out to all chap- 
ters of the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy asking for $1 to add to the mon- 
ument fund. Cards will also be sent tu 
the 1,203 confederate camps asking for 
the same amount. (Many have respond- 
ed and it is hoped that ere long we may 
see a handsome monument erected here, 
where it is go richly deserved. It has 
been said, ‘“‘The real test of a people’s 
greatness is tthe treatment of its dead.’”’ 

The striking contrast between thig little 
cemetery on the southern slope of the 
city and tthe National cemetery on the 
opposite side, so beautifully kept, should 
Stir the heart of every true southerner.

“Kennesaw Chapter, United Daughters 
of the Confederacy, Marietta, Ga., Jan- 
uary, 1900: We would call your atten- 
tion to ihe Confederate cemetery at this 
place, where lie buried 38,000 of ithe boys 
who wore the gray, some from every 
southern state.

He Agrees with Preacher as to Moral 
Instruction 


OF CHILDREN IN THE SCHOOLS 


But Thinks the Switch Should Be 
Applied When It Is Necessary 
To Control Pupils. 


I thought that the school system was 
gettied and the people had all acquiesced. 
Some of us antiquated men and women 
rebelled for a while, for we were wedded 
to the ways of our fathers, but we had 
to fall into line and be reconciled to 
what we could not help. The worldd was 
against us; Prussia, r‘rance, Germany 
and New England, where all the develop- 
ment comes from. Still some of us felt 
that it was-hard and unjust to be taxed 
for the education of winer people’s chil- 
dren when we had already paid for our 
own under the old plan. In the old coun- 
try the young men have to pay it back 
in military service. 

But every now and tnen somebody raises 
a@rumpus, and abuses the whole thing— 
the mode of teaching—the exclusion of 
the Bible and morning prayers, and the 
infliction of corporal punishment. 

If I had my way I would reform some 
things, but I am only one man, and there 
are many men of many minds. I would 
give the Bible a place if it drove out the 
children of every dissenter in the jand; 
not a place to be taught as a Study, or 
for sectarian doctrines, but a place [0 
be reag at the opening of the exercises 
and to be respected as the oracle of God. 
This is a Christian country and we base 
all Jaw and legislation upon the Bible, 
every officer of the law ts sworn upon it 
from the president down to a petty con- 
stable. including the judges of the su- 
preme court and all the other courts, the 
members of congress and all of the leg- 
islators. Congress has its chaplain and 
all bow in reverence to the morning 
prayer. So has the house and senate of 
Georgia: and yet there are always one 
or more members who are Jews or Iinfi- 
dels or agnostics. Judah, Benjamin and 
David Yulee were United States senators 
and they were great and good men of the 
Hebrew faith, and always bowed their 
heads reverently to the blind chaplain’s 
prayer. Major Hy J. Moses, a distin- 
guished Jew of Columbus, was the speak- 
er of our Georgia house in 156, and with 
his gavel solemnly called the members 
to their feet when the chaplain stretched 
forth his hands to heaven. Our governor 
is not a member of any church, but had 
to corfess his faith in the Bible when 
he was sworn into office. 

Then, if all these great and learned 
men who represent this government, both 
state and national, do not hesftate to 
honor the sacred book, what is the mat- 
ter with children in the public schools? 
Are they to have no moral training? No 
reverence for the word of God? Is there 
a college in Georgia that does not open 
every day’s exercises with morning pray- 
er? Then why this immunity to children 
—this locking out the Bible and its code 
of morals that the ages have sanctioned? 
What means the observance of the Sab- 
bath and the sound of the church going 
bells? What means all the mighty efforts 
of our people to send the Bible to the 
heathen, and through our missionaries 
to Christianize the world? What is there 
peculiar to our children that they shall 
not be taught anything sacred? The very 
seclusion of the Bible casts a shadow 
of doubt and unctrtainty upon its truth; 
and added to this comes ever and anon 
the attacks of such men as Ingersoll and 
Abbott and Mitchell, who seek to knock 
out one by one the pillars of the sacred 
volume. But the reply is that these dis- 
senters are taxed to support the schools, 
and their religious convictions must be 
respected. Their convictions are not re- 
spected in any other department of pubiic 
policy. They cant work on the Sabbath 
nor can their children play ball or hunt 
or frolic. Every letter that is written in 
their business or their families have a 
date of 1900, which-means 1900 Anno Dom- 
ini. But I forbear. I am only one man, 
and have no backers save perhaps Dr. 
Holderby. With him I agree that far, 
but I never was more surprised than to 
read his vehement philipic against cor- 
poral punishment. Either he or I is a 
crank upon ithat subject. Ard he its a 
minister, and I supposed would have been 
guided by the wisdom of Moses and folo- 
mon. His indignation at the thought of 
somebody else whipping his child is very 
great. He is very emphatic and almest 
belligerent. If the treacher was a man 
and should, as he says, “lay che weight 
of his finger upon his child,” I believe 
he would fight. If the teacher was a 
woman I dont know what he would do. 
But I will say that if I was the teacher 
his children shouldent come to my school 


' 


at all, I would reject them .at the start 


for the first thing a child should be taught 
is obedience, and if the child has already 
flance rather, then the child should rot 
come to me, 

But the good doctor need not be «larm- 
ed, for his children will never be wy pu- 
pils—thank the Lord. 

I believe in corporal punishment in 
schools, that is, for »ad boys. I never 
saw but one girl whipped and she de- 
served it. She was no spring chicken, 
either. I was raised on corporal punish- 
ment, both“at home 4nd at school, J did 
not get it often, but at long intervals, but 
I got it when forbearance had ceased to 
be a virtue, and it was adminietered like 
medicine and was always a gcod cathartic. 

If this was all wrong and made me worse 
instead of better and humiliated my pride, 
as the doctors say, then I must consider 
myself an injured person, and hire a law- 
yer to sue somebody for damages; for 
Blackstone says there is no wrong with- 
out a remedy. But my teachers are all 
dead; and they were all dead broke be- 
fore they died, ag all teacners are. §o, I 
have no remedy. Now, of course, there 
are children who never need punishment 
elther at home or at gchoo]—préacherg’ 
children and some mild-eyed Jerseys who 
are good constitutionally Most all 
girls are that way, bless their eafts, but 
origina] sin is developed early in most 
boys, and if not restralned grows into 
moral turpitude and ends in total de- 
pravity and the chainging. Old Eli got 
his neck broken for not restraining his 
boys, and they game to a bud end. EH 
was a preacher. Solomon said, ‘“‘With- 
hold not correction from the child,” ete. 
There were children of Belial then 


'and 


there are now. Dr. Holderby says 
there are 500 boys in Atlanta schools who 
never heard the name of God save when 
it was used profanely, and he might have 
added and who never got a licking at 
home and are on the high road to the 
chaingang, and their only chance is to be 
restrained at school by rod and reproof. 
Teachers are better than fathers and 
mothers for many chfldrena. In soct, we 
all know of parents who are not fit to 
raise their own children, and who ought 
to die and let their children pe scnt to 
an orphan asylum, Why all this recket 
about whipping bad boys? 

The doctor throws down the challer ge 
and says the rod in the scriptures merely 
means government, and that the very 
moment, that you delezate to a ‘eacher 
the right to whip a child vou fling on 
insult in the face of God, Well, if every- 
body who knows Dr, Holderby dident love 
him they would smile at such ridiculous 
assertions. He could nardly find arother 
biblical scholar but who would say that 
the rod in scripture means a good oid- 
fashioned licking, and it is to be remarked 
that whenever it is used it ig in tne mas-.

Young Georgian’s Prophecies About 
Cotton Crop 


HAS MADE HIM FAMOUS 


Shows Remarkable Knowledge About 
the South’s Staple.

New York, February 22.—(Special Cor- 
respondgencej—When the completed story 
of the cotton crop in the United States 
for the season of 1899 and 1900 is told it 
will reveal ithe modest operations of a 
vigorous young Georgian, whese ripe 
scholarship and sagacious judgment have 
proved the surprise of the day. For sev- 
eral seasons past have come from the 
pen of Mr. A. 8. Johnston, at Meridian, 
Miss., the most unexpected, unsolicited 
and remarkable prophecies about cotton 
conditions. These were in the shape of a 
certain line of circulars issued from his 
cfice dealing with existing conditions 
and forecasting the market and crop after 
a fashioa that called forth unusual criti- 
cism from many sources, much of which 
was mingled with ridicule, some consider- 
able abuse. But ithe reports fiom the 
Meridian man continued to come. They 
were of a conservative nature always, 
and in the face of a giant stride to keep 
down prices. One day, on the 25th of last 
September, young Johnston issued his 
most engaging circular. It told of the 
almost certain reduction of the annual 
crop to 9,500,000 bales at the highest, and 
this, too, against that hitherto accepted 
Mr. Neill, of New Orleans, wnvo 
had staked his name and reputation on 
11,300,000 bales.

M. Inman & Co,, under whom 
he attained the best of his training as a 
handler of spot cotton. Later he was at 
Anniston, Ala., for five years, where he 
was made a member of the city council, 
was chairman of the finance committee 
and also mayor pro tem. of that city. In 
1893 he went to Meridian, Miss., where the 
great strength of his personality was 
soon Made apparent. Here he saw an 
opportunity and took advantage of it 
quickly. Meridian was in the heart of 
the cotton belt, and yet relatively very 
little cotton, the annual receipts running 
at that time from 45,000 to 60,000 bales. Mr. 
Johnston had constructed at once, at his 
own expense, two enormous warehouses, 
ozox210° feet, and.at once 


the farmers that free storage could be 
obtained for cottom at Meridian. The 
germ of this story rests in the fact that 
Meridian can safely date her present pros- 
perity when Mr. Johnston began to in- 
crease her cotton receipts, which are now 
running 150,000 bales annually and over. 
“Everybody accords. him the credit for 
this work, and he soon became a leading 
‘citizen. He is president and largest own- 
er of the City Compress Company and 
Planters’ Compress Company at Meridian, 
besides being the president and largest 
owner of the compress at West Point, 
Miss. He is also interested largely in 
many branch cotton houses in this state, 
notably at Jackson. | 

Mr. Johnston is now in New York city 
on a mission of considerable importance 
to Atlanta and Meridian. He has propo- 
sitions from geliable parties with ample 
backing for two new lines of railway 
Which he has hopes of bullding within the 
near future. One of these lines will tap 
the Illinois Central railway at a point 
some seventy-five miles from Meridian 
on the main line, which will bring in a 
large amount of business from that im- 
portant road. The other enterprise is a 
new line entirely, which will be an ex- 
tension of the Seaboard Air-Line on 
straight west from Atlanta to Meridian, 
thus connecting the Georgia capital with 
the Mississippi metropolis. Your corre- 
spondent has seen some of the official 
documents connected with this enterprise 
and there seems to be every reason to be- 
lieve that it will be carried to a success- 
ful conclusion. Mr. Johnston was asked 
to talk on the subject of these railroads, 
but with his usual modesty he declined 
to either confirm or deny the rumors. 
While he would not give out anything. 
for publication when told of the story, 
he appeared to be pleased and sald that 
there might be some truth in it, though 
he wquld not connect himself with the 
deal in any way.

sing Ermeto and arrived at Lake Crissie 
6:30 p m. Horses or mules are changed 
about every ten or twelve miles and the 
time oecupied varying according to the 
conditien of the weather. 

The country about here was ereatly un- 
dulating, a high range of mountains in the 
distance, .nere and there a saltpan and 
seores of wild buck scampering over the 
country around the salt lakes, nibbling at 
whatever green swards could be found 
and licking the salt. 

The following morning we started at 
4:45 o’clock and our troubles began. It was 
not long before we were in a rugged 
mountainous country, and a heavy rain 
having fallen during the night, made the 
deacent of many hills like toboggan slides 
and the ascent of others almost impossi- 


|'ble with our mixed team of horses and 


mules. The climax came on reaching the 
Rooi Hoeta (Red hill), where we had to 
requisition a span of sixteen oxen which 
with long trek chains we were able to 
pull up the coach and baggage, the pas- 
senge:s climbing up the hill as best they 
could, arriving at Voges nctel at 6 p. m. 
This was a typical Boer dwelling of two 
rooms, built of unburnea brick and roofed 
with long grass. Our difficulties were in- 
creased owing to two ladies being in the 
party, but a sheet answering the purpose 
of a partition it was not long before the 
sonorous sounds, from each compartment, 
reverberated through the humble hosteiry 
indicating that all were thankful for a 
covering over their neads, 

Six o'clock next morning we continued 
the journey along a narrow road winding 
its way through a valley with high kopjes 
putting up at every turn until we came 
to what is known as the “‘shoots.”’ This 
is a narrow, muddy, rocky road fringed 
on either side with high bowlders which 
transport riders have rolled gside from

SLOT MACHINE 2,200 YEARS OLD 


We have been caught by the ma- 
chine disease during the last tew “éargs to 
So great an extent that Most persons think 
these devices are only of the most modern 
invention. Such, however, is not the case, 
for twenty-two centuries ago the gieat 
mathematickin and mechanician of Greece, 
Mero, had perfected a slot machine very 
much like those of our day which sprinkle 
cologne on your handkerchief after a pen- 
ny has been put into the slot. He de- 
scrivded his device in a work on gases, It 
was an urn which stood in the. court of 
one of the temples of Atwexandria, and any 
worshipper who dropped a coin into the 
slot would find a little stream of water 
pouring out to wash his hands. In a 
j.atin translation of this book of Hero's, 
printed in Italy in 1575, are a number of 
drawings of the seventy-six different ma- 
chines invented by the ingenious Hero. 
This fountain is described as follows: 
“ABCD is the vase, FGHK a vesse] inside 
of it filed with water, with the pipe L 
leading out at M. The upright NX has 
a lever to PO fastened to its top. At Pa 
line running to 8, the stopper covering the 
opening of the pipe at L is fastened to the 
lever, When not workine the cover S be- 
ing heavier than the plate R the pipe is 
closed and no water flows out, but the 
moment a coin is dropped into the slot it 
falls on R and by its added weight lifts 
the cover S and the water flows out until 
the coin falls off the plate R and the 
stoppper returns to cover the end of the 
pipe.”
